CHINATOWN, 


As the collection of wooden build- 
ings, seventeen in number, between 
First and Second and Grove and 
Jefrorion streets, is called, lies close 
to the railroad track. The entrance 
is near tho foot of Jefferson street, 
the little wooden homes lying on 
each itido of a narrow alley. They 
are occupied as stores, gambling- 
htUftOT nnd dwelling. There being 
four'' merchantilo' houses altogether, 
that of Hop Tele, Hong Sui {Ah 
Bam, 
Chinese .interperter), Get 


Chung & Goo Hop. 
Each house 


keeps on hand a stock of about one 
thousand dollars worth of goods 
with which they snpply the Chinese 
at tho laundries and those at work 
on farms and in nurseries and pub- 
lic v/orku, with clothing and pro- 
vltoni, HThe officers stated, greatly 
to the lurpriso of the reporter, that I

When .thus sur- 
prised they .-pease their noise as sud- 
denly as though striken dumb, and 
look as sober as heathen dreamers. 


THE JJODGIKa-HOTJSKS 


Are very contracted, but at present 
not greatly. -over-crowded, as a good 
'many of the usual lodgers are out in 
the country at work on farms. They 
are not neatly kept, but the frequent 
visits of the police who enforce 
"alea.uliness.as far as possible, pre: 
Tent their getting very filthy. Each 
lodging-house as well as: store has 
an apartment especially set apart for 
opium-smoking and gambling, from 
which the proprietors 'derive their 
principal reyenue. Several families 
reside in these buildings, Tint no 
prostitiition is carried on, as far as 
the police are able to find put. 


GAMBMNG AND OPIUM DUNS. 


Three or four of the buildings are 


devoted almost exclusively to gamb- 
ling and opium-smoking, and are 
patronized by tlio inmates of the 
wash-houses, and Chinese servants 
and laborers throughout the city, 
who dissipate until late hours every 
night. The intoxication of opium 
being less demonstrative and con- 
spicuous than that produced by al- 
cohol, arrests are never necessary, 
as the victim usually sleeps off the 
effects of his debauch on the spot 
where he smokes his pipe. Besides 
the establishments already briefly 
described, there is a restaurant and 
barber shop and another store soon 
to be started. Each has its accom- 
panying opium-den. 


'THE SMAl/L-POX CASES, 


A most minute and systematic 


search of all tbie rooms in each house 
failed to reveal any small-pox cases 
or any cases of any other perceivable 
disease among the inmates. They 
are not a particularly lively or 
healthy -looking set, but the rigid ex- 
actions of the police force under the 
direction of Captain Kand prevents 
accumulation of fllth which used to 
prevail about their premises, pre- 
serves their general health, and pre- 
vents the breedicg of a pestilence 
from the effluvia that would other- 
wise arise. 
The peculiar "Chinese 


odor" so noticeable on Jackson street, 
San Francisco, ancl about the wash- 
houses in other localities, is barely 
perceivable in ths alley of the Chi- 
nese quarters here described. 
The 


drainage is not good, but the resi- 
dents of • the town are required to 
pack their slops off across the rail- 
road to the water's edge. 


AH SAM, 


The proprietor of one of the stores, 
talks very fair English, and is em- 
ployed 
frequently at the Police 


Court as interperter. 
He is agent 


also for one of the Six San Franciso 
companies, and makes contracts with 
farmers through the county to fur- 
nish laborers. He furnishes a large 
number to the fruit-growers at Hay- 
wards and elsewhere, and has re- 
cently made a contract to pick hops 
on the Island farm opposite Alameda 
at one dollar and twenty cents per 
hundred pounds. Last year the price 


rthe town we found two small 


pools of stagnant water which cer- 
ainly needed attention. 'Almost the 
jntire population is'made up of the 
male elemanfc^-ona old woman and a 
jirl of nine years being the only, 
eniales we saw. On the whole the 
reporters were well pleased with the

kept-swept after a fashion, and the 
walla generally papered and in soiai 
cases whitewashed. The Chinamei 
were 'at some loss to understand 
•what all tiiis going through their 
houses meant, but on the Captain's 
assurance that he was after small 
pox oases, not chicken thieves, thei 
countenances wore a bland smile o 
relief, and in answer to, his query 
repeated at each house, agio whether 
there were any sick men— "any one 
got small-pox here?" they invariabl;
